In obedience to the will-of this honorable legislative assembly, the 
corporation of the University of Vermont, by their committee raised 


for this special purpose, and acting in their name, would respectfully

That a statement of thé bye-laws and regulations, the funds, ap- 
propriations and general interests of the university of this state, was 
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made in the sessions of 1804 and 1810, a summary of which is to be 
found on your journals of those years, to which ney ask leave to re» 
fer. | 

In order to supply additional information, salaire to the present 
condition of this public seminary, the board of trust would -further 
state, that its present instructors and officers are, the president of 
the college 3 a professor of mathematicks and natural philosophy, em- 
ployed in daily instruction and annually giving a complete course of 
theoretical and experimental | lectures ; a professor of the learned 
languages, constant in instruction ; a professor of anatomy & chirur- 
gery and of the theory and practice of physic, giving also annually 
à course of lectures, supported by voluntary contributions from  per- 
sons choosing to attend, whether students or practitioners; and a 
professor elect of law, to be supported by voluntary contributions.. 
In addition to these instructors, the corporation have resolved to es- 
tablish, as soon as the funds will admit, a professorship of rhetorick 
and belles lettres, a professorship of chemistry and mineralogy, and 
à professorship of modern languages. The other officers, who have 
no salaries, are a librarian, secretary and treasurer. 
` The whole amount of tuition, room-rent and attendance on the, 
public lectures, is the very moderate sum of twelve dollars per year, 
still deducting, even from this sum, in ail cases of admission to an 
advanced standing, which amount, it is presumed, is considerably 
Jess than one half of what is demanded at any other ccllege on the 
American continent. 

Amidst suecesswe years of scarcity and the consequent ‘difficulty 
or high price of board in private families, embarrassments had been 
felt, which put a temporary check to the increase of students.— 
These embarrassments have been entirely removed by the establish- 
ment of commons, in which board is put at one dollar and forty-two 
cents per ech, 

The library, before. valuable, has this year been considerably in- 
creased by tne donation of liberal benefactors, who have been careful 
to forward their free-will offerings. The apparatus, although in its 
former state, yet already exceeds those of several of the older insti- 
tutions in New-England. 

The numbers of ‘the students have been increased beyond what is 
seen in the catalogues of our now oldest and most respectable col- 
Jeges, at the same period of infancy. Twenty were admitted at 
commencement, which, with two entered a short time before, make 
an actual addition to the former numbers of twenty-two, exclusively 
of those in the academy, well advanced in preparations foradmiss- 
jon, and exclusively of those proposing to enter, during this and the 
ensuing quarters, and this without any forced exertions to increase 
aur numbers, since such effects must be momentary. Our prospects 
for anather year are still more promising. 

At the last anniversary commencement, eight alumni: were ad- 
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Stiet io: the degree of bachelor. „of arts; three. young gentlémeri 
took the master’s degree ; five. were admitted ad eundem; 'and-three 
received honorary degrees. : : 

' The very moderate expenses here attendant on obtaining i an edu- 
cation do not admit ofa very rapid growth of funds. But means, how- 
ever, no where else so. cheap, . are afforded our ‘youth; often brilliané 
in genius but incompetent in estate, to acquire an education, Which 
may render them ornaments of human nattre and the most useful cit- 
izens. A small proportion only of our lands is yetleased and produc- 
tive. From the different agents in the. several counties no retur 
of new leases, during the last year have been made to the treasurer. 

-Agreeably to his.exhibit, the présent annual i income, ‘arising ficia 
rent and tuition, does not exceed the sum of one thousand five ber 
dred and twenty-five doilars. The expenses ‘of the institution, durin;: 
the last collegiate year, are the amount of safaties of eleven bux- 
dred dollars only and contingent expenses to three hundred twent-- 
seven dollars and seventy-six cents, in all « one thousand four hündrc:i 
and twenty seven dollars & seventy-six cents, leaving an increase ct 
fund of ninety-eight dollars. ` By the increase of rent and tuition. frot 
additional students, an expectation is indulged of being able to mec? 
the additional salary of five hundred dollars of the new professor. 

Few alterations have been made in the college bye-laws and teg- 


ulations, excepting such as arise from a difference of the time «f 


holding the commencement, on the last Wednesday of July ann`- 
ly.

the state, and have erected thereon, for the convenience and accom- - 
‘modation of the prison, a small barn, with.a cellar and stable under- 
neath the same, the expense of which willbe stated in the account 
current of the present year. 


| They have also deemed it most prudent and advisable, taking into 
. view the great loss and sacrificé to the state of purchasing nail rods 
with our present circulating medium, Ww holly to discontinue the busi- 
ness of nailing. And having numerous calls for w eaving from va-

, The visitors would also recommend to the hon. legislature, the pró- 
| priety of making some provision for the procurement of a chaplain, 
to preach at least one sermon or discourse evéry Sabbath, for the 
purpose of instructing the prisoners in the principles of religion and 
morality, to impress more strongly on their minds the importance of 
leading honest, sober and exemplary lives ; and to warn theni of thè. 
consequences which must inevetably attend a different line of conduct, 
as well within as without the walls of the prison. This, we think, 
would have a great tendency toreclaim, reform, stimufate and encour- 
age them to good conduct and peaceable behavior, both while confi-

4 
citizen, whose re-election to that important.trust, is the: result of.an 
zunbiassed expression of the will of a free and independent people 3. 
furnishing at the same .time irresistible proof, . that our anticipations, 
of your usefulness and virtues, in the highest grade. of public life, 
were founded in propriety. 

Be assured, sir, that under;the. auspices of that providence, which 
has so signally. favored and protected us as a people, and as citizens, 
and with.your co-operation, whatever .of wisdom, of firmness or. of 
virtue, may be found among us, shall be exerted not only to aid your 
excellency in the arduous duties of the office you have been . pleased 
sto accept, but in performing those which. devolve upon us; as repre- 
sentatives of the people. 

As it is our duty to regard the rights of all our féllow citizens, we 
- shall-so far discard party prejudices as to pursue such measures, and 
such only, as in our opinion will promote individual justice, and be 
productive of public and private virtue, in. the full belief that’ by so 
doing, the blessings of a free and happy government will long ` con- 
stinue to crown our státe and nation. 

We reciprocate the sentiment of your excellency, that. no period 
-since the commencement of our foreign difficulties, has been eo por- 
-tentous as the present, for until within a short period, we have been, 
told by the belligerents,.that as their offensive orders and decrees - 
‘were not warranted by the laws of nations, but arose out of the ne- 
eessity of the case, beingonly in retaliation of similar measures, on the 
part of their enemy, they should gladly abandon them and return, to 
justice, whenever an opportunity offered ; but, sir, to our surprise 
and astonishment, notwithstanding E France has declared to the world 
that her Berlin and Milan decrees were revoked, and would cease 
to have men after a fixed day, and notwithstanding there is ne 
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pretence of a single condemnation of our. vesgels or property under 
them, since the dày stipulated, that a single vessel i is awaiting trial p. 
or that our lawful commerce with England i is interrupted by them j 
and notwithstanding, moreover, that’ the same terms which ` were 
offered to France, upon which our neutral commercé has ceased to. 
bé violated by her, were in a friendly and impartial manner offered 
also to Eng]and—yet, contrary to eyery reasonable expectation, she 
continues her offensive orders, and attempts to enforce them, not by. 
blockading the ports of F rance, or her allies, but by placing her arm- 
ed vessels at the entrance of our harbors, and, in the attitude of a 
threatening inyader;“and in violation of our territorial rights, seizing 
oür property and seamen on the very margin of our country. 

If France shall perseyere in doing ys justice, and Great-Britaig 
shall continue ber depredations upon us, and refuse reparation for 
past injuries—-submission will become a. crime--war must be the, 
consegüenee—or the republic will cease so exist. And although the 
power of making war does not belong ta us—yet, as a member of 
the great political body, we havea right, as we deem ita duty, to, 
declare our opinion to tbe nation.. 

V "ith yau,sir, wewish not to agitate the passions of our fellow eit- 
izens against a foreign nation, especially while negociations are pen- 
ding, (which we pray God may eventuate in peace)—Nor would we, 
by any means, discourage a candidins vestigation of the conduct of our 

rulers ; for we consider free enquiry as a fundamental principle of 
our government, and many of those opposed to the present adminis- 
tràátion actuated by honest motives, We also highly approve of a 
Manly and dignified expression of the sentiments of | any portion of 
our fellow citizens :—We therefore, in obedience to your recommen- 
dation, shall at all times endeavor to stimulate them to a candid re- 
view of passing events, to be united in defence’ of their rights, and 
with a patriotic firmness, be prepared for, the worst that may hap- 
pen.

It was stated to the committee. that 
Robbins owed a company of merchants in Boston about D. 1,100 and 
had mortgaged real estate worth about’ D. 1,300—that suits had 
Been brought on the mortgage and on the note in the state and feder- 
al courts—that the plaintiffs had got possession of the. mortgaged 
bonds. The committee reported against the prayer of the petition, 
on the ground that it was not legally advertised, as it was; published | 
only inthe Windsor paper. The house did not accept the report, 
‘but granted the prayer of the petition. Judge Wing confirmed the 
above statement in the house.

Davis say any thing on the subject. 

Mr. Fisher says he was a member in 1805, understood Gen. Da- 
vis was in favor ofthe act, but from what quarter he obtained the 
information cannot say—believes it was so stated in the house—un- 
derstood that Davis was bail—recollects it was stated in the house 
that the act, if passed would not avail Robbins, but under circumstan- 
cés Robbins might have the act and do with it as he-chose. : 

Mr. Chase says he recollects this business being agitated in ‘the 
house—lieard Mr. Davis converse on,the subject—undc rstood him to 
be in favor ofthe act—advocated the passing of the act in the house, 
at the request of Mr. Ware, understanding it to be the wish of the 
inhabitants of Montpelier generally that the act should pass—has no 
recollection at what time in the session this was. 

Dr. Lamb says that Davis was in favor of the act before he went 
to Danville, but after his return heard him express doubts whether 
it would avail. Mr. Keyes took a copy ofthe act to Robbins at Bur- 
lington, he informed Davis of this fact —Davis remarked that he wan 
ted to see Robbins before he left goal, as he had doubts on the sub- 
ject ; this information was given Davis on the day, or day after Keyes 
wasin town ; thinks Gen. Davis had not time after the information 
to prevent Robbins from leaving gaol—recollects that Robbins’ adver 
tisement was in the Windsor paper. 

- Judge Ware says he was a member of the legislature in 1805; 
some time previous to the sitting of the legislature he received a let- 
ter from Robbins requesting his assistance in obtaining the act-—while 
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the committee “were sitting upon the: ‘petit ion, Gen. Davis was-at Dax- 
ville—his understanding was; that Davis and the inhaabitants of 
Montpelier generally were in | favor of the passing of the act, but nev- 
er conversed with Davis on the subject-—The committee reported a- 

ainst the petition; as the petitioner had not notified his creditors ac 
cording to law; the ‘house rejected the report ofthe committee, and 
granted the prayer: of the:petitioner before Keyes, Robbins? attorney, 
` arrived at Danville—lie and Keyes went before the court. Upon his 
return to Montpelier Gen. Davis found fault with him for not writing 
to him that Robbins bad obtained the act ; Mr. N. Chipman opposed 
the act on the ground that it would not avail Robbins, but it was an= 
swered let Robbinsand bail take the act and do the best they can 
with it. Robbins returned home about the time he returned from 
Danville—has no knowledge that Robbins was ‘committed on any 
other debt than the one Davis paid. 

Mr. Pitkin says he was a member in 1805 ; had been paiticularly 
acquainted, and friendly to Gen. Davis for many years—but has 
no recollection of having any conversation with Mr. Davis on the 
subject of Robbins’ petition,—was himself in favor of the act, as he 
believed that Paine the attorney of the creditors of Robbins had no- 
tice of the petition, as Robbins’ advertisement was in: the Post Boy 
printed at Windsor, — 

Judge Denisoi says he was a member of the house in I805 ; re- 
collects seeing Gen. Davis at Danville repeatedly the"fore part of the 
session, that Davis in company with members was conversing on 
the subject of Robbins? petition:;he then understood from the mem- 
bers cf the house that Davis was in favor of the bill, but hag no re- 
collection of hearing Davis say any thing on. the subject —tecollecis 
more particularly as he was opposed -to the bill.
